Nearly 
half of these were killed on lands 
I which are now the Seneca Forest 
The increase in the number of deer 
in four years has been truly remarka 
ble.

The open season creates a 
lively interest on the part of the av¬ 
erage citizen in communities where 
there are deer, and a healthy public 
sentiment is quickened for the pro¬ 
tection of does and small deer and 
against all hunting out of season.
